By  the  Act  for  the  Union  of  Ireland,  30  and  40  George  III.  chap.  9r,  It  i«  enacted, "  Hie  Lords 
of  Parliament,  on  the  part  of  Ireland,  shall  have  the  same  pririlegea  as  the  Lords  on  the  part 
of  Great  Britain ;  and  all  the  Lords  Spiritual  of  Ireland  shall  have  rank  next  after  the  Lords 
Spiritoal  of  the  same  rank  in  Great  Britain,  and  shall  e^joy  the  same  privileges,  (except  those 
depending  upon  sitting  in  the  House  of  Lords,)  and  the  Temporal  Peers  of  Ireland  shall  have 
rank  next  after  the  Peers  of  the  like  rank  in  Great  Britain  at  the  time  of  the  Union ;  and  all 
Peerages  of  Ireland  and  of  the  United  Kingdom,  created  after  the  Union,  shall  hare  rank 
according  to  creation,  and  all  Peerages  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  shall  in  all  other 
respects  be  considered  as  Peerages  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  Peers  of  Ireland  shall 
cigoy  the  same  privileges,  except  those  depending  upon  sitting  in  the  House  of  Lords." 

On  the  extinction  of  three  Irish  Peerages,  the  Soyereign  has  the  power  to  create  one  new 
Irish  Peerage,  which  is  to  rank  among  the  English  Peers,  according  to  their  dates.

When  Nature  laugbs  out  in  all  the  triumph  of  Spring,  it  may  be  said,  without  a  metaphor,  that  in  her 
thousand  yarieties  of  flowers  we  see  the  sweetest  of  her  smiles ;  that  through  them  they  comprehend 
the  exultation  of  her  joys ;  and  that  by  them  she  wafts  her  songs  of  thanksgiving  to  the  heaven  above 
her,  which  repays  her  tribute  of  gratitude  with  looks  of  love.  Yes,  flowers  have  their  language.  Theirs 
is  an  oratory  that  speaks  in  profound  silenoe ;  and  there  is  tenderness,  and  passion,  and  even  the  light- 
heartedness  of  mirth,  in  the  variegated  beauty  of  their  vocabulary.  To  the  poetical  mind,  they  are  not 
mute  to  each  other ;  to  the  pious  they  are  not  mute  to  the  Creator ;  and  ours  shall  be  the  oflice,  in  this 
little  volume,  to  translate  their  pleasing  language,  and  to  show  that  no  spoken  word  can  approaoh  to  the 
delicacy  of  sentiment  to  be  inferred  from  a  flower  seasonably  offered ;  that  the  softest  impressions  may  be 
thus  conveyed  without  offence,  and  even  profound  grief  alleviated,  at  a  moment  when  the  most  tuneful 
voice  would  grate  harshly  on  the  ear,  and  when  the  stricken  soul  can  be  soothed  only  by  unbroken  silence* 

In  treating  of  so  gay  a  subject,  we  will  not  make  a  parade  of  our  learning,  to  tell  our  fair  readers  what 
fine  things  Pliny  has  said  upon  it ;  or,  in  the  spirit  of  prosing,  write  a  crabbed  treatise  upon  the  Egyptian 
hifToglyphics.  We  will  even  spsre  them  a  dissertation  upon  the  floral  Alphabet  of  the  effeminate 
Chinese ;  thev  had,  and  have,  their  flowers  and  their  feelings,  their  emblems  and  their  ecstasies. — Let 
tbem  enjoy  them. — We  shall  do  no  more  than  rove  through  tlie  European  Garden,  to  cull  its  beauties, 
to  arrange  them  into  odoriferous  significance,  and  to  teach  our  refined  and  purifying  science  to  those 
fair  beings,  the  symbols  of  whose  mortal  beauty  are  but  inadequately  found  in  the  most  glorious  flowers, 
and  whose  mental  charms  cannot  be  dniy  typined  till  we  have  reached  those  abodes  where  reigns  ever- 
lasting spring,  and  where  decay  is  unknown. 

But  little  stndy  will  be  requisite  for  the  science  which  we  teach.  Nature  has  been  before  us.  We 
must,  however,  premise  two  or  three  rules.  When  a  flower  is  presented  in  its  natural  position,  the  sen- 
timent is  to  be  understood  affirmatively  ;  when  reversed,  negatively.  For  instance,  a  rose-bod,  with  its 
leaves  and  thorns,  indicates  fear  with  hope ;  but,  if  reversed,  it  must  be  construed  as  saying,  '*  you 
msv  neither /sar  nor  hope.**  Again,  divest  the  same  rose-bud  ot  its  thorns,  and  it  permits  the  most  san- 
gume  hope;  deprive  it  of  its  petals,  and  retain  the  thorns,  and  the  worst  fears  may  be  entertained.  The 
expression  of  every  flower  may  be  thus  varied  hj  varjring  its  state  or  position.  The  marigold  is  em- 
blematical of  pain ;  place  it  on  the  head,  and  it  signifies  trouble  of  mind  ;  on  the  heart,  the  pangs  of 
love  ;  on  the  bosom,  the  disgusts  of  tnnut.  The  pronoun  lis  expressed  by  inclining  the  symbol  to  the 
right,  and  the  pronoun  thou,hy  inclininff  it  to  the  left.. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  rudiments  of  our  significant  language.  We  call  upon  Friendship  and  Love 
to  unite  their  discoveries  with  ours ;  for  it  is  in  the  power  only  of  these  sweetest  sentiments  of  our  nature 
to  bring  to  perfection  what  they  have  so  beautifully  invented,  the  mystical,  yet  pleasing  links  of  intelli- 
gence, that  bind  soul  to  soul,  in  the  tender  and  quiet  harmony  of  the  one,  or  in  the  more  impassioned
